Fire broke put yesterday in the Microbiology Institute of th« University of Monh-eal 
rrr^!?'' ^'"^ performed on two hundred animals. Including guinea pigs 



and dogs. 

The fire started at 10:30 am, on 
the top floor of the Institute, which 
is still under construction near the 
Biology Building and spread to 
other floors. Two alarms were cal- 
led immediately with a third an 
hour later, and over one Imndred 
firemen rushed to the site from 
twelve stations. They had to don 
oxygen masks to figlit liie flames, 
as the smol;e was so dense. 
LARGE CROWDS 

Large crowds of students gather- 
ed to watch, and ambulances were 
sent for as a precaution, but all 
students and workers managed to 
escape from the building. It was 
not possible to rescue the animals 
however. 

The extent of the damage is not 
yet known^ but Institute officials

Dr. Cragg's topic will be "Re- 
thinking Chemical Education", and 
he will address the Montreal Sec- 
tion of the Chemical Institute of 
Canada. The programme will inclu- 
de a cocktail hour dinner, and Dr.

Dr. Cragg is Professor of Che- 
mistry at the U of A, and co au- 
thor of a number of textbooks on 
both university and lilgh school 
chemistry. He has appeared on te- 
levision in a number of programs, 
including "Explorations", "View- 
point" and "Live and Learn". 
OPINIONS 

In a recent speech to a meetbig 
of the Chemical Institute of Ca- 
nada,. Winnipeg Section, Dr. Cragg 
stated the existing curricula do 
not meet the current or- the futu- 
re need of our students. 



"Either the programmes of stu- 
dy arc too superficial or tliey are 
too narrowly specialized", he point- 
ed out. He further suggested aban- 
donment of the multiplicity of 
courses now offered and concen- 
tration on one four-year B.Sc. in 
Chemistry requiring four years 
from senior matriculation. 

OPTIONAL COURSES 
' Besides the prescribed core of 
courses, such as Chemistry, Phy- 
sics, etc., there would be optional 
courses in the sciences, the huma- 
nities and the social sciences. 

"These would give the student 
a breadth of knowledge and under- 
standbig that is desirable". Dr. 
Cragg said, "and an awareness of 
the wide 'spectrum of man's inte^ 
rests and concerns". , , ' 

He concluded by saying .that^he 



believed the broader selection of 
courses to he better for more stu- 
dents, especially for the third and 
second class students, that is, to 
the average good student

checking into current conditions in the Old Union 
Ballroom, we were pleasantly surprised by the effi- 
cient job and effective display put up by our Players' 
Club. We must congratulate all those connected with 
its construction on the imposing theatre-in^the-round 
which they produced under architectural conditions 
which certainly do not lend themselves to such a 
structure. 

It is unfortunate, however, that the co-ordinators 
of this McGill undertaking for the IVDL could not 
learn from this year's mistakes of their counterpart, 
the Red and Wliite Revue. We ore speaking of the 
surprising lack of publicity which, in our opinion was 
one of the primary causes for the markedly unen- 
thusiastic public response to "Just A Season". 

Looking back over the years of our attendance 
at McGill, we cannot remember any Revue which 
received unreserved praise from the critics. Each pro- 
duction was not without its own faults; but despite 
the often hard-hitting enumeration of these in the 
professional press, curious McGillians and informed 
Montrealers filled Moyse Hall to judge for themselves 
— and got their money's worth more often than not. 

This year's revue was no different from any other 
except for the fact that it cut its own box office throat 
long before the opening night reviews were written. 
Granted, this year's attempt was a delineation from 
the set pattern of college satire, but a change of pace 
never hurt anyone. Granted, the script was far from 
perfect, but we can think of past successful Revues 
which laboured under the same problem. The real 
death blow to the hopes of "Just A Season" come from 
the absence of pre-presentation build-up, the lack of 
excited anticipation generated in past years by an 
energetic and imaginative publicity, campaign. 

Instead, we heard radio announcements which 
were, to say the least, conventional; TV coverage was. 
almost nil; posters were badly distributed and extre- 
mely drab; and, to top it all off, those tantalizing re- 
leases to the- press which usually created on aura of 
mystery and appeal were virtually non-existent. 

When there is no publicity, people don't talk; 
when there is no circulation of discussion about on 
enterprise, people think it must be bad; and on this 
fact of life, the Revue stood pre-condemned. 

Coming back to the current undertaking, the 
IVDL, we find that advertising here has been equally 
ill-managed. One set-back cannot excuse a total re- 
lapse. Fortunately for the co-ordinators, the success 
of this event does not depend to any great extent on 
the size of the audience. 

However, tickets are on sale (even though, up 
to a short while ago, we were under the unenlight- 
ened impression that this was to be a closed event) 
and a sizeable audience always adds to the proba- 
bility of success. Judging from the merits of prelimi- 
nary achievement, it is our opinion that the activities 
will be worthwhile attending.

A Canadian Cultural Identity 

The problem of defining a Canadian national identity is no slight task. One of the 
greatest countries geographically, Canada has a population one tenth the size of that of its 
American neighbor, three fifths of which is contained in a relatively small strip of land 
adjacent to the Canadian-American border stretching from Quebec City to Windsor, Ontario. 
That Montreal and Toronto, both In the aforementioned population strip, are vying for Can- 
adian cultural leadership comes as no surprise. 



Tlie history of Canada is most 
relevant to its national identity. 
Two of the greatest cultures of 
tite western world, Hint of pre- 
Napolconic France and that of 
eighteenth century England, 
have combined to form the 
foundation for the Canada of to- 
day. After the victory of the En- 
glish over the French at the Bat- 
tle of the Plains of Abraham, 
most of the French aristocratic 
class returned to their homeland 
France, leaving behind the low- 
er class French farmers who had 
settled along the St. Lawrence 
River. The rise of these farmers 
to their present day status Icstd* 
ing to an intellectual revolution 
which has culminated in the se- 
paratist demand for self asser- 
tion is history in itself. 

Canada had the chance to as- 
sert her national identity in the 
War of 1812, during which the 
American colonies, ensuing their 
belief in Manifest Destiny, at- 
tempted unsuccessfully to Invade 
and conquer Canada. 

Needless to say, the attempt 
begun in 1812 has not yet ceas- 
ed. Economically, Canada's de- 
pendence upon the United States 
has increased with the years. 
Unless Canada Ls prepared to 
experience a decline in her 
standard of living, this economic 
dependence must increase. How- 
ever, economic dependence does 
not necessitate political depen- 
dence. The fact that Canada has 
continued to trade with Red 
China and Cuba in spite of the 



annoyed rumbles from our south- 
ern neighbour obviates this point. 

These arc the geographical and 
liistorical facts; now where Is 
the identity 7 

The French-Canadians, a ma- 
jority in the province of Quebec 
and an effective influence on na- 
tional attitudes, will not allow 
themselves to be overlooked. 
Their fear of the disappearance

of French culture in Canada has 
led to the formation of Chaput's 
separatists. These people feci 
that Canada is bicultural and 
they aim to keep it that way. 

Outside of Quebec, there are 
more problems. Each of Cana- 
da's ten provinces is an entity in 
itself. The culture of a people 
reflects its way of life, and since 
the residents of each province 
are so different from those of 
any other province, there is lit- 
tle similarity between the cul- 
tural outputs of any of the pro* 
vinces. 

The great aim of the better 
part of Canadian literature, is to 
revitalize the Canadian spirit. 
This Is perhaps the only conti- 
guity giving Canadian literature 
a limited measure of consistency. 

One may successfully argue 



that the present tone of Cana^'^^il^Canad^^ 



dian literature has been exper- 
ienced in the twenties and thir- 
ties of British and American lite- 
rature (in the writings of Law- 
rence, Joyce, Henry Jliller and 
others), and it is at this point 
that we may bo forced to fall 
back on our French-Canadian 
friends. 

In all aspects of culture, Anglo- 
Canadians have been consuming 
a gross amount of American out- 
put. There is little doubt that 
most Canadians watch more 
American T.V. programs than 
Canadian programs. . The Can- 
adian best-selling ^bookijlist^dif- 
fers little from that'of thè'Ame^ 
leans. There Is virtually no self- 
supporting film industry in Can- 
ada and so we go to see Amer- 
ican films.. The proportion of 
American magazines read in re- 
lation to Canadian magazines has 
lead to attempts at legislation In 
favor of Canadian magazines. 

Those French-Canadians un- 
able to understand English have 
not been able to succumb to 
American culture. Necessity is 
the mother of invention, and so 
these : French-Canadians have 
produced their own culture. The 
recent upsurge in sales of 
French-Canadian publications is 
one indication of the French- 
Canadian revolution to assert 
their cultural independence. 

Tills revolution can act as a 
catalyst in the formation of a 
unique Canadian identity encom- 
passing the sentiments and the 
expericnce^ofbothJE'rench and
